WASHINGTON, July 28.—(4)— 
Rescue efforts were rushed tonight on 
behalf of scores of Americans ma- 
rooned in revolution-menaced Madrid, 
even as reassuring word reached 
Washington concerning the safety of 
United States nationals at two other 
danger points in Spain.

GIBRALTAR, ‘July 38.—(UP)— 
Two rebel planes rushing fierce Moor-

STAGING “COMEBACK 


Abandoned After Attack by 
Weevils, Long Staple 
to Return. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., July 28.—(/)— 
Sea Island cotton, once a leading crop 
of south Georgia, is on its way back 
as a farm money-maker, state and fed- 
eral agricultural agents of this sec- 
tion agree. 

The long-staple cotton practically 
was abandoned after the boll weevil 
invaded the state a number of years 
ago, but agents during the past few 
years have conducted experiments 
designated to return it to i@s place of 
importance. 

Requiring a long growing season, 
Sea Island fields fell easy and quick 
victims to the boll weevil and farm- 
ers started planting the faster-grow- 
ing but shorter fiber varieties. 

Chief among the results of experi- 
ments, agents report, is a reduction 
in the growing period of Sea Island. 
Time required to produce a crop now 
is almost equal to that of shorter 
staples. 

A handicap to fast expansion has 
been difficulty in obtaining improved 
seed in sufficient quantities, but by 
conserving seed from small fields 
agents this year were able dis- 
tribute them in 20 counties. 

Echols county, with over 200 acres 
planted to Sea Island, is the largest 
center of tests to determine if farm- 
ers can make a go of returning their 
lands to a type of cotton which al- 
ways brought a higher price’ than 
standard varieties. Agents interested 
in the experiment say the yield in 
Echols will be “very satisfactory.” 

_The market for long-staple cotton 
disappeared when production stopped, 
but agricultural agents say leading 
thread manufacturers are ready fa 
start buying the cotton as soon as 
production is large enough to warrant 
changes in their machinery, altered to 
take care of substitutes when Sea Is- 
land growing stopped.

SECURITIES COUNSEL 


PRECIPITATES DISPUTE 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—(4)—A 
charge by Securities Commission coun- | 
sel that an investment trust paid $1,- 
325.000 for “valueless” stock in an- 
other trust controlled by the same in- 
_terests precipitated a bitter dispute 
today in the commission's investiga- | 
tion of these investment concerns. 

Testimony at the inquiry also dis- 
closed a bitter internal conflict over 
the management of a big investment 
trust which brought the resignation 
of its president without the issue be 
ing reported to stockholders. 

Both developments came during the 
second day of the commission’s con- 
gressionally directed investigation into 
the operation of investment trusts— 
which are companies offering to invest |

Local authorities communicated 
with government officials at Paris 
and were told the planes could leave 
after “the usual formalities.” 

Their pilots said the four-motored 
air liners were en route to Lisbon, 
Portugal. Their arrival from Eng- 
land last night stirred reports that 
they had been purchased by Juan 
March, reputedly Spain's wealthiest 
citizen and suspected by loyalists as a 
financier of the revolt.

FOURTH CUP WIN 


Britain’s Ace Defeats 
Crawford in Straight 
Sets Before Big Crowd

WIMBLEDON, England, July 28. 
(/)—Clinching victory with Fred Per- 
ry’s straight-set triumph over Jack 
Crawford, England today completed 
her conquest of Australia in the chal- 
lenge round to win the Davis cup, 
emblematic of international tennis 
team supremacy, for the fourth 
straight year. 

The Australians’ gallant uphill 
fight, which saw Adrian Quist knot 
the series at two each with a 6-4, 3-6, 
7-5, 6-3 victory over H. W. (Bunny) 
Austin today, went for naught when 
Perry, abounding in confidence and 
with plenty to back it up, romped 
Sewngn the stolid Crawford, 6-2, 6-3, 


_Perry’s victory gave England the 
five-match series, three to two, and 
marked the English ace’s eighth suc- 
cessive singles victory in the challenge 
round since England defeated France 
in 1933. It was also the first time in 
exactly 30 years England has won 
the coveted trophy four years in a 
row. They did it the last time in 1903- 
06, launching her reign by taking the 
cup from the United States at Boston. 

A capacity crowd of 17,000, which 
waited patiently under umbr~llas for 
nearly two hours for the skies to clear,

This gave just 
a trace of flavor and color.

She liked to watch 
the ice go down in defeat before the 
hot onslaught. 

Then the makings were passed and 
each guest helped himself to cream if 
he wanted it.

No one seems to have doubted the 
assurance of our schoolbooks that Co- 
lumbus discovered America until 
some bookworm, delving into certain 
old musty records of Norway, came 


j}aecross a collection of manuscripts 


known as “The Sagas.” These writ- 
ings, handed down from father to 
son in a few Scandinavian families, 
remained tucked away in the libraries 
of Norway and Sweden until first 
translated into English for our Co- 
lumbian Exposion, where they were 
exhibited.
